Thomas Dick has joined the Ministry as 
Colonial Secretary. 

James Dnnc.an, landlord of the Empire 
Hotel, Palmerston, has been thrown from 
Ilia horse, sustaining concussion of the 
brain. He is not expected to recover. 

The Surveyor-General has been instructed 
to use all possible expedition in opening up 
blocks of land on deferred payments in 
various parts of the colony, but notably in 
Otago. 

The Government telegraphed to-day to 
Vogel impressing on him the necessity of 
cautioning persons without means against 
coming out to the colony at the present time, 
and until the existing depression has passed. 
Vogel h.as also been fully informed of the 
prevailing distress and bad times. 

At Auckland, Young, the Native Land 
Purchase Commissioner, has been committed 
for trial for stealing £50, Heavy bail has 
been accepted. 

The Colonial Prize-firing has commenced 
with 270 competitor.s. The .Mi-comers 
M.atch is finished — Paynter of Nelson and 
Wilson of Taranaki leading with 27 each. 

A Maori cliief has died at Wakapuaka, 
aged 110 years. 

Pastor Chiniqiiy is drawing large audi- 
ences in Dunedin. 

At Lawrence, Ah You has been sentenced 
to six months for stealing gold. 

Tbe settling-up last night on the Races 
passed off satisfactorily. Goodman has 
purchased Titania. 



LATEST BY CABLE. 

London, February 28. 

The motion of Earl Northoote in the 
Commons has been agreed to providing for 
punishment of members who obstruct busi- 
ness of House by temporarily suspending 
them from the privilege of sitting in Parlia- 
ment. The Liberals supported Government 
on this question. The debate lasted three 
days, and party feeling oocasi'jnally ran very 
high. 

At tbe wool sales on Saturday 18, 400 bales 
were offered, making a total of 106,900 cata- 
logued since the opening sale. Combing 
wools show an advance of 2^d compared 
with last series. 

The appointment of Prince Hobenlohe as 
Foreign Secretai'y was made in consequence 
of Bismarck’s state of health, which is re- 
ported to be bad. 

The Czar’s ukase decrees a supreme exe- 
cutive commission to preserve order, General 
Melikoff being president, with powers uni- 
versal and despotic, 

The Indian Government’s programme is : 
Persia to rule in Herat and provinces ; Merv 
to be created a separate State and placed 
under British protection ; east and south 
Affglianistan to be independent under 
British protection. Khan Khelat and Ma- 
harjah Cashmere receive additional territory, 
Engband retiring from the Khooram and 
Kliyber Valleys. Jellalabad to be aban- 
doned by tbe British.

The Chinaman arrested at Hogburn on

Our enterprising townsman Mr Tal- 
boys, of the London drapery establishment, has 
of late been making great improvements in bis 
business premises, the considerable enlargement 
of which shows off his large and varied stock to 
great advantage.

of the various events ; but no doubt the more 
extended report will be acceptable to a large 
Sfction of our readers. 

We have received a letter from Blacks, 
signed “ Oaherlunzie," in connection with an 
assault case there on New Year’s Day, in which 
the writer to some extent exoner.atea the assault, 
ing party. We must decline to insert the com- 
munication, and in doing go may remark that 
had we been aware that certain Law cases were 
before the Court in the matter under notice, the 
letter of “ Manuherikia,” published a week or 
two back, would not have appeared . 

The lease by the County authorities of 
the punt at Alexandra expires oh 25th inst,, 
and we have reason to believe it is the intention 
of the owners to demand an advance of L2I2 on 
the rent of the past year ( 1.388)— being in all 
the modest sura of LGOO. As it is a certainty 
that the County Council will decline to meet 
the owners on such terras, it would be well for 
them to moderate their request to a reasonable 
figure, otherwise the punt will doubtless be 
handed over to them, and traffic in a large 
measure diverted to Clyde via Conroys, much to 
the injury of the town of Alexandra. 

A nasty accident happened at Clyde on 
Saturday to a son of Inspector Hickson, a boy 
of eight nr nine years of age. The youngster 
was riding a horse along the street and by some 
means let go the reins and fell to the ground. 
On being picked up the boy was insens bic, and 
continued so for several hours. Strangely 
enough, on recovering consciousness, he had no 
reciilleotioii whatever of the accident. Un- 
fortunately no medical man wa-i present. Dr. 
Sleeman— who is acting for Dr. Leahy during 
absence-being at Blacks. We learn the lad is 
now progressing favorably. 

An accident occurred this morning to 
Samuel Williams, a well-known quartz miner at 
the Carrick Range. It appears that Williams 
wasinspectingsomeold workings in the '’aledonia 
claim, and had occasion to walk al.ing a drive, 
in which a blind shaft, some 80 feet deep, had 
been sunk. Across this a slab had been laid, 
and Williams in stepping on it by some means 
slipped and fell on the edge of the shaft. 
Fortunately he clung to the slab, or there is no 
doubt a f.all to the bottom would h.ave been 
fatal. As it was, three or tour ribs on the right 
side are broken, but it is hoped that the lungs 
have not been injured, and that he may soon be 
.able to resume bis work. 

The ordinary meeting of the Borough

at the present time tliere may not be mueh 
practical good derived from this property, yet 
there is no doubt, under proper control, it may 
be maile of great utility for irrigation purposes 
on the terrace, and members should seriously 
cousiiler whether they will be acting wisely in 
disposing of the right. The puroliase-nioney is 
not likely to compensate in any degree for the 
benefits the wa’er can be made to confer. 

That part of Melinore-streot popukrlv 
known as “ Block IX.” is at present undergoing 
considerable change, by leaaoii of the removal of 
sundry buildings that have stood upon it for 
many years to sections recently puircbased in fee 
simple from the Corporation. There is promise 
that iu a few months the street will have a mneh 
improved appearance. 'I’liis would bo more 
assured we're the Borough authorities to enact a 
by-law regulating the class of biiil ring th,-.t 
should not be allowed to abut mi the m.iiu 
thoroughfare. A, t last meeting of Council this 
subject was mooted, but no definite course was 
determined upon. It is to bo hoped the matter 
will not be lost sight of, as an opportunity now 
offers for rendering sightly what has long been 
an eye-sore that, it lost, will not occur again for 
years in all probability.

VOLUNTEER INTELLIGENCE. 



Considerable animation existed during last 
week among tho Volunteers of Lake District 
consequent upon the annual prize-firing con- 
test between the three companies, the prizes 
and conditions of which wore published at 
length in these columns a couple of weeks 
back. Added to the money prizes competed 
for, there was a throe-guinea medal (con- 
tributed by the officers) to go to the higlipst 
individual scorer in the District. But seem- 
ingly the greatest incentive to good shooting 
was the District Cup, value 12 guineas (also 
subscribed by th e co mmissionod officers), which 
was won for the first time last year by the 
Queeristown corps with an aggregate for tho 
five highest men of 332 points, Cromwell on 
that occasion missing the trophy by only one 
point. This year the tables have been 
turned, and Cromwell secures temporary 
p.ossession of the Cup, with an aggregate of 
331 — curiously enough the exact figures 
scored for the local company last year. Tho 
Queenstown aggregate shows for 324, and 
Arrow for 320. Of the money prizes, five 
will fall to the Cromwell company — Sub- 
Lient. Colclougb securing first place (£3 and 
silver medal), with a score of 68. Queens- 
town takes two prizes, and Arrow three. 
Considering the disadvantages the Dis- 
trict V olunteers have suffered in being 
during greater part of the past year without 
ammunition for practice, tho shooting him 
been exceptionally good, and, looking to the 
number of men competing, excels that of 
some of tJie crack corps on the coast. At 
Queenstown 23 men fired, of wliom 15 scored 
40 points and over up to 67 ; at Cromwell, 19 
competed, of whom 16 ranged from 68 down 
to 44 points. Arrow complete returns are 
not yet in, but doubtless they ’show equally 
satisfactory averages. We append in detail 
the scores of those in tlie Cromwell and 
Queenstown companies who reached 40 and 
over, together with the five highest at 
Arrow : —

We have had two failures, Mr Jilliett 
Bordenn, whose failure has been anticipated 
in consequence of his having some months 
ago obtained time to meet his engagements, 
is the first ', the other is Mr Robert M‘Moran, 
Well-known throughout the Goldfields. 
Heavy losses in sheep and cattle on the 
"Greenstone through floods and bad 
Seasons, and an adverse verdict in the Dis- 
trict Court, are the causes. 1 Understand 
that Bordeaii’s filed statement shows debts 
amounting to close on £4000. M‘Moran’s 
liabilities are set down as about £500. 

Mr George Atkins is the only fortunate 
one in this district I hear of in connection 
with Dunedin Cup “consultations,” having 
drawn a starter in Dodson’s named Betrayer 
■ — not altogether in this instance a fitting 
name. 

That which the bnilders rejected has be- 
come the chief corner-stone. The fine 
building stone of Mr E. M'Caffrey has ob- 
tained a well-deserved recognition, being 
first in its class at the Sydney Exhibition. 
It is a grand stone, and takes a high polish. 
Mr Boyne’s new store here has its lower 
front pillars dressed with it, and they look 
exceedingly well. 

Mr M ‘Arthur, Chief Surveyor of Otago, 
and Mr Maitland, chief Land Commissioner, 
are here. The first-named gentleman is 
making his annual tour, and is also, it is' 
understood, required to report upon matters 
affecting land settlement. On Monday they 
proceed to that “ debateable ground ” the 
Head of the Lake, and will not be able to 
lease all parties. The rim is a grand one— 
as natural boundaries, can be worked with 
a few hands at a nominal cost, and is rich in 
pasturage. It is one of those runs admir- 
ably suited for agriculture and dairy farms, 
and with the Lake ivashing its base transport 
presents no difficulties or increased cost. It 
is also well watered and timbered, and there 
is sure to be a well-fought contest to get it 
thrown into the market. 

The countr}' is presenting a very parched 
appearance. Some rain fell on the 23rd 
iiist., blit it Was not ninch, and merely cooled 
the surface of the ground, and hot, dry, ex- 
hausting weather has sncceeded. The gardens 
suffer considerably, owing to the weather 
being favorable for the spread of blight — the 
red spider and caterpillar. The latter are 
attacking the larger fruit. The yield from 
the crops is not so heavy as expected, but 
the grain has been gathered in fine condition. 
It is yet too Boon to estimate accurately the 
yield of wheat and oats. Tlie barley crop is 
now being got in, and is expected to turn out 
better than at one time imagined. 

The rise in the price of wool has gladenned 
the hearts of the sheep owners. Heavy losses 
have fallen upon those who rented the 
depasturing runs during the last two years, 
and this change for the better has infused a 
more hopeful spirit with holders of them. 
They have recently repurchased, in most 
instances, their former runs at redneed 
rentals, and should the rise continue to hold 
good they will reap a good return, as they 
have made the necessary outlay in the past 
for improvements ; so that with a cheaper 
tenure, and the increased price of wool, they 
may be said to be making quite a new, and 
comparatively inexpensive, departure. 

The Queenstown Episcopalian Church was 
getting out of debt under a system of lay- 
readership, with the occasional services held 
by visiting ministers. The Bishop recently 
visited the district, and one result is the 
appointment of the Rev. Mr Grainger to the 
vacant incumbency. It is really very doubt- 
ful if we can afford to support three clergy- 
men in this district at present. The Presby- 
terians have the great advantage of the Dun- 
edin Church Lands Fund, and the adminis- 
tration of which under laiv makes that Church 
practically almost self-supporting, or will 
soon do so. The Catholics are- a nniiieroua 
body, and have ever been taught that it is 
their duty to snpport their priesthood. It is 
otherwise with the Church of England, 
which has no rich endowments to fall hack 
upon. It is thought that these dull times .are 
badly cbosen to renew an experiment that 
has upon previous occasions landed the 
united parislie# in difficulty and in debt. 

Tnuit fishing ha.s become quite a favorite 
amusement. To show tlie extent it is 
pursued one instance will suffice. Mr J. S. 
"Worthington, the local Secretary of the 
Otago Acclimatisation Society, coin mew ed 
fishing nn-.lhe 18th November, and has not 
been able to devote iiinch time to the sport,' 
yet np to the 24Hi lost., he had caught 250 
fish. One day lost week, never fishing over 
more than" 30 yards of Hayes Creek, he 
caught .50 fish wclL'liing from 6 to 12ozs, and 
on the 24tb himself and friend caught in a 
couple of hours time ten fish weighing from 
I Jlh to Bibs each, besides snialler ones. The 
ten fish formed a most tempting b.asket. The 
larger trout have the neat clean small head 
and a well-developed frame. The large.st 
two fish were presented to the inmates of the 
Wakalipn Hospital, who would just have 
lib weight of fish to each one’s share. 
Messrs. Gihiiour and Butel have been 
equally successful, and more so because they 
nave devoted more time to the rod and line. 



The quantities do not seem to diminish and 
nearly every creek is positively alive with 
the fish hatching out this season. With the 
net there have also been some good catches 
of perch EiiLakeWakatioU. Mr Worthington 
and others are of opinion that the fishing 
season should commence a month later (say 
1st December,) and close with the month of 
February, instead of 31st March. The fish 
are just now on the turn, and beginning to 
lose flavor. In another fortnight they will 
be out of esteem. 



DUNEDIN ANNUAL RACES.

The Autumn Meeting of the Dunedin 
Jockey Club for 1880 began at Forbnry Park 
on 'Thursday. The weather was dull, but 
warm, so that the enjoyment of visitors was 
in no way marred in this most important 
particular. The attendance was about the 
average, perhaps under, if anything, what it 
usually has been on a Cup day. His Excel- 
lency the Governor was on the ground with 
his lady and party during the meeting, and 
a part of the grand-stand was specially railed 
off for their accommodation. Two totalisators 
were a feature in the day’s proceedings. 
They were Worked in an almost entirely suc- 
cessful manner. 

Of the racing but little need be said by 
way of introduction, The finish in the Free 
Handicap was a very exciting one, and again 
in iho Cup the three first horses were 
all abreast. The Clip caused immense ex- 
citement. Grip came into favor for it upon 
his owner declaring to win with him. "rhe 
time was the best the Onp has been done in, 
last year’s time being beaten by a second. 
There can be no question that Mata won it 
with a good deal to spare. His victory did 
not appear at all a popiiLar one, for an at- 
tempt was made to get up a cheer on his 
weigliing-in, but it was not responded to. 
It was nnivcrsatly admitted that the quality 
of the horses taking part iu tlie races was of 
8 first-class character .all round. Of the two- 
year-olds, Sir Modred and the Waimea colt 
give promise of turning out racehorses of a 
superior type, and in three-ycar olds there 
were present the moat fashionably bred 
animals in New Zealand. >

Altogether I don’t think there is as 
much interest in the Cup this year as for- 
merly. In the first place there are only 11 
horses in it, out of which the three now 
must mentioned are certainly Mata, Titania.

The middle 
xclass fight shyer of betting year by yea*. 
The attraction of such sweeps as Cameron’s 
are so powerful ; and now there are the 
totalisators, which ate to be run under the 
Buperiutendence and guarantee of the .lockey 
Club, so that people, when the horses going 
to start are known beyond doubt, can back 
the " crack” they fancy. 

We are having noble weather, and the 
course promises to be in the best of condi- 
tion. To-day is a perfect day, His Ex- 
cellency is to be present, lending edat to the 
proceedings. He is a great racing man, 
nwning horses as you know, and he is out in 
the morning to see his horses gallop like the 
rest of them. He is knocking about town in 
an entirely private way, and would not even 
allow his carriage to be escorted from the 
railway station by the ordinary troopers. 

But besides suiting the races, the weather 
suits a nobler end — the harvest. This is 
going ahead with the best of prospects, almost 
everywhere. 1 see that at Windsor farm, 
Oamaru, there are 14 reapers and binders at 
work, cutting about 140 acres a-day. And 
yet how few years ago is it since the scythe 
was the universal agent in this line. One 
can only wonder how the world got on at all 
in those days, although they are hut 20 or 30 
years ago.

WAKATIPU QUARTZ-MINING. 

I ♦* —

Messrs Biillea’s claim at Skippers is still 
being prospected aqd it is eXfiectud that it 
wiil be some time yet before tlie reef is 
reached. Messrs SoUthberg hit a vein, but 
it was not the one they were looking for. 
They find they will have to ascend nt least 
10ft higher. There is nothing heard from 
Thomas Hall’s Gallant Tipperary discovery, 
or from the recently discovered ones at 
Muddy or Maori Creek. 

A prospecting party is out at Lake Lima, 
some 35 miles up the Bees river, and from 
various parts of the district come reports of 
other parties out prospecting, ft is hoped 
that some success may attend these efforts. 

That unfortunate mine the Nugget and 
Cornish (Sliotover) that has swallowed up so 
much money is promising some better results 
than in the past. It is being worked under 
some tributory arrangement. A change in 
the manner of working the machinery has 
been made and a belt has been substituted 
for the cog-wheel system. The speed the 
latter was driven at often led to the loss of a 
tooth and this again to a jar of the battery. 
The present manager appears to be pleased 
with the mine and machinery, and one satis- 
factory feature is that there is an absence of 
“blow” or “gas.” The return will he 
shortly made known. 

Davies and party have erected a com- 
fortable hut for the winter at the head of th‘e 
Lake and intend to give the reef an effective 
trial. Abundance of tine timber for any 
purpose is close at hand in almost unlimited 
quantities, and this is in itself a great 
advantage. The reason quartz from this 
reef was sent to Wellington for assay at the 
Government laboratory was because the stone 
contains at places a black substance. There 
is another lode of a foreign substance very 
near the quartz reef, and 'it is desirable to 
know whether the dark substance in the 
quartz will render it necessary to treat the 
stone for crushing purposes in a different 
manner from the ordinary mode. The 
Observer could have obtained all this informa- 
tion if it had taken the trouble to do so, but 
it preferred indulging in assumptions and 
littering a silly tirade. 

It does seem passing strange that that very 
small organ of public opinion, the Arrow 
Observer, is always so ready to have a “dig” 
at any correspondent from the Lakes district 
to whom you may entrust a commission. 
There are several reasons that may be given 
for this peculiar line of conduct. A certain 
littleness of mind, tj'pificd by smallness of 
the paper and the raeagreness of its contents 
when contrasted with the fulness of your 
journal in general and early news from all 
places, may pos.sibly engender a sort of 
bilious envy. But why does not the Observer 
employ the same anencies as yon do ? They 
are on the spot. Then there is, or may be, 
anotheHuoving cause— the Cromwell A rgus 
is eagerly sought after and to be found in 
places where the Observer either never or 
only fitfully penetrates. No doubt this is 
Something like swallowing gall and worm- 
wood, and hence probably another of the 
causes for ill-natured comments upon articles 
that appear in your columns. The cause of 
these remarks is that the Arrow light did 
your correspondent the honor of criticising 
one of his letters in an article set in leaded 
type. With that narrowness of mind alluded 
to, it imputed a Lost of faults because your 
P.D. had printed “‘lavatory’ (miisetiin), 
Wellington,” for Laboratory at said place, 
and “ essay ” for assay. Now, few readers, 
it is to be hoped, would jump to the con- 
clusion, from these two errors — the meaning 
of which was moreover made so clear by the 
context of the letter, — that your correspon- 
dent did not know what he was writing 
about. Yet these are made the pegs upon 
whicli some very petty but coarse remarks 
are strung. Tliey are merely noticed to show 
the kind of narrow mtelligeoce exercised 
in conducting the journal named. 

Apart from above, the writer in the Observer 
proceeds to give something more than rose- 
colored vieivs of the Macetown reefs. The 
shareholders in the several claims should be 
grateful to the Observer for this little bit of 
bolstering up. Will the general public, 
however, accept the same view 1 .Contrary 
to. the assertions of the writer in the jonrnal 
in question, your correspondent does not 
gain his information any more than any 
other writer does “from hearsay inform- 
ation.” As a rnlCj all mining news is mainly 
based upon what is known in another circle 
as “from information received ” For yonr 
own readers’ information, it may be 
as well to state that the writer of these 
letters knows by personal inspection, 
more than once repeated, the Macetown 
Reefs ; was at Macetown when the Messrs 
Resta Bros, showed quartz-reef specimens 
and could get no one to invest in them; 
wrote about them at that time and since, 
and has keenly watched their progress ; 
knows equally well the Shotovor reefs and 
those at the Head of the Lake, and he 
lias further been a siiccoasfiil quartz-miner 
and crushing - machine owner in another 
colony. He docs therefore claim to know 
what ho is writing about when dealing with 
quartz reefs. The reason for the state- 
ment that the Macetown reefs were beyond 
tlvo scope of these letters, was simply because 
the Cromwell .Arol'S has a correapondout at 
the .Arrow, and it would be discourteous to 
shoot over his preserves without permission 
being given. But that is not to prevent these 
I records containing the vioivs felt in Queens- 
I town coucernilig them, despite the admo- 
nitions of the sapient Observer to the -con- 
1 ttary. 



It la admitted hero that some very promis- 
ing claims exist nt Macetown, and tliey are 
well-known, htit no one here believes they 
are either so good or so iiiinierous as 
sanguine shareholders affirm. One swallow 
does not make a summer, and two or three 
good claims — or well, say five— -do not imply 
th.at a host of others not tested are also pay- 
able. The holders of shares or scrip in these 
will not accept this axiom, and they then got 
writers to bolster up the prospects of them. 
The main object among this class of claim- 
holders seems to be to sell shares or scrip, 
and it is a , well-known fact that many con- 
fiding purclmsers have discovered that they 
have been “had.” So common is this thing 
that the use of the word “ swindle” is very 
frequently applied, often, perhaps, unjustly 
to mining transactions in that quarter. An 
opinion among visitors here and others is that 
a great deal of money has been fooled away, 
and not expended upon prospecting claims. 
As to the foolishness of the operations, all 
practical men are agreed upon. As to the 
non-expenditure of calls, or money contribu- 
tions for the intended purposes, that is a 
question between the investors and their 
managers, or agents. There is a reaction 
evident — not only here from the former high 
opinions held of some of these reefs, but also 
in the opinions of investor.? from a greater 
distance. On the other hand it is pleasant 
to notice that great confidence is felt in the 
value of several tested claims. 



PROVINCIAL AND COLONIAL.

At Walkouaiti, a Chinaman had both legs 
cut off by a reaping machine a few days 
since. 

The ship Border Chief from London to 
Australia, passed an iceberg 250ft high and 
five miles long. 

During the past fortnight 16 cases of 
typhoid fever and two of diphtlieria have 
been reported at Christcliurch. 

His Excellency Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
Governor of Queensland, proceeds to Eng- 
land this month on private affairs. 

Hop-picking is now general throughout 
Nelson and in the town gardens alone 100 
persons are engaged picking. 

At Adelaide two persons were recently 
poisoned by eating tinned salmon, but soon 
recovered through tile administration of 
remedies. 

At Sydne}', the members of the Mammoth 
Minstrel Company have been summoned for 
desecrating the Sabbath by giving a sacred 
concert at the Theatre, 

The Town Council of Oamaru has made a 
special rate of Is 3d in the £ on the value 
of all rateable property in town in order to 
defray the charges on the loan of L60.000. 

The colonies, excepting Tasinaniaand West 
Australia, have applied for an aggregate 
apace iu the Melbourne Exhibition of 50,000 
feet, New South Wales alone requiring 2,000. 

Last week in a town up North, there was 
a rare occurrence in Court. A daughter op- 
posed her father’s discharge as a bankrupt, 
and endeavored to obtain an order against 
him as a fraudulent debtor. 

The newly-appointed Inspector of Volun- 
teers, Major-General Davidson, is an Indian 
officer of the Madras Staff Corps, and retired 
from the service in 1877. He will conse- 
quently have spent many years in the East. 

When driving along the Riverton beacli 
on Saturday evening, Sir Wm. Russell came 
across a whale, reputed to be 60ft long, 
stranded on the beach. The carcase was 
quite fresh, and the fortunate finder realised 
£50 by its sale. 

The New South Wales and Queensland 
Governments unite with ours in protesting 
against the importation of French convicts 
into the Australian colonies. The three 
Agents-General will make a remonstrance to 
the French Government. It is announced 
that the Government of Queensland has 
declined to join in the protest. 

Mr Thomas Brinn, a surveyor at Waipori, 
died in the Tuapeka Hospital on the 19th, 
through the effects of the recent heat. Mr 
Brinn was only 21 years old, and 12 months 
previously had received an injury on the 
head while surveying Watson’s Bush. This 
is supposed to have been partly the cau.se of 
his death. 

Blenheim was visited last week, according 
to a local paper, by a regular cloud of mos- 
quitoes, which swarmed round the hotels, 
shops, and other buildings that were lighted 
up. The exterior of the Club Hotel was 
blackened with them this morning, whilst in 
the Telegraph Office it is no mere figure of 
speech to say they were being shovelled out 
with a dust pan. 

A Gisborne telegram of late date s.ays : — 
There is considerable excitement about the 
oil springs. A member of the firm of Clarke 
Bros., of Melbourne, and Mr Fleming, the 
representative of Canada at tlie Melbourne 
Exhibition, a petroleum oil expert, liave 
visited the springs. Mr Fleming says the 
indications are equal to anything in America. 
It is believed to be probable that a company 
with a capital of £60,000 will be floated to 
Wirk the oil, nod that operations can be im- 
mediately commenced. 

The Mayor of Auckland has received the 
following letter from Mr G. Cooper, Under- 
secretary : — “ In reply to your Worship’s 
message, expressing indignation at the 
action of the French authorities at New 
Caledonia in sending a vessel with ex- 
convicts to New Zealand, Mr . Hall directs 
me to say that the qiiostinn is receiving care- 
ful attention, and if it slniukl be established 
that the action of the New Calodoni.an Go- 
vernment h.as been such as to justify ro- 
moiistraiieo on the part of the Government, 
the necessary steps will ha taken fur that 
purpose." 



Diamond Manufacture. 



Science is reported to have made a new 
discovery, which, if it bo found practicable, 
will le.ad to some ourious changes. The 
possibility of maniltacturing diamonds has 
always been entertained by clieinists, although 
the experiment has never been made with 
the eagerness of alchemists seeking for the 
Secret of the philosopher’s stone. It appears 
now that a Scotch chemist, Mr James 
Mactear, has really succeeded in producing 
crystalline forms of carbon, which are 
perfectly pure, and have all the refractive 
power of diamonds. These stones met all 
the Usual tests. Tliey Were of the right 
shi'.po, they scratched glass, they resisted 
acid, alkalies, and the white heat of the blow- 



pipe, The most eminent scientists —among 
others Professors Tyndall and Smith— liad 
examined the stones and expressed them- 
selves satisfied with the results produced. 
Little doubt is entertained by competent 
judges that these are real diamonds, not 
paste. Whether the diamond merchants and 
Mr Streeter, the eminent jeweller, whose 
work upon “Precious Stones" is the best 
authority on the subject, will accept them qA 
such, remains to be seen, although the latter 
admits that “there would at first sight appear 
no insuperable obstacle to our producing 
some day an adamantine crystal artificially.’’ 
The immediate consequences of this discovery, 
if it be fully developed, must be a diminution 
in the value of all natural diamonds. The 
Cape, with its newly- explored diamond fields, 
would suffer, so would India, Sumatra, 
Borneo, and Brazil. But the world at large 
would benefit by the diffusion of a brilliant 
gem, the use of which for decorative purposes 
is necessarily at present confined to the 
wealthy few. 



The Audiphone. 

It is a well-known fact that of all people 
afflicted with bodily infirmity the deaf are 
the most disagreeable in temper, A blind 
man is nearly alwnj's a joyous, light-hearted 
person ; the dumb will enjoy jokes and 
reply pleasantly upon their fingers ; but the 
deaf man or woman, particularly the aged, 
is a m.jst irascible being. Nn doubt- they 
see sufficient, porhaps hear enough, to know 
they are not “in it,” as the slang saying of 
to-day puts it raiher tersely. If the last 
reported wonder of science is to become a 
tangible reality, it will be no longer neces- 
sary to propitiate maiden aunts with money 
to leave or curry favor with our professional 
seniors who are hard of Iiearing, by shouting 
till we are hoarse. The audiphone, as it is 
called, promises to be a boon to deaf people 
in particular, but indirectly to the world at 
large. The newly-invented instrument is 
merely an india-rubber plate, shaped like a 
fan, and about eight inches in size. The 
plate is bent over by means of a silk cord at- 
tached to its upper edge, and the convex 
side thus formed is turned in the direction 
of the source of sound, while the upper edge 
of the plate is pressed against the end or out- 
side of the upper teeth, the eye-teeth being, 
it is said, by far the best. The sounds cause 
certain vibrations of the india-rubber disc, 
and these impart the sound-waves to the 
teeth, whence they pass through the auditory 
nerves to the brain. A large audiphone, 
for use at concerts or lectures, or at the 
theatre, consists of two plates or discs, which, 
when bent over, describe different curves, 
and thus an opening is made to receive the 
waves of sound. The invention has been 
tested with the hitherto hopelessly deaf and 
dninb, and with wonderfully successful re- 
sults. At this r.ate we shall soon have 
inventions which will enable us to see with 
our ears or eat with our eyes.
